and Newchwang. His coat commands a 


high price, and skitis meastiring 12 feet 
and even more in lenwth have beet mar- 
keted. tut it is not his skin alone which 
has led te his heopming almost extinct, 
except im the remote forest areas. of the 
Khingans, and other miartams, and the 
thinly settled arens along the Amur and 
Ussum, Chinese believe the bones, heart, 
aml tine) of the tiger have merlicinal 
properties; of great power,  Cure-alls 
brewed from his krieecaps anid ehiws fetch 
wu hough price. 

Up to a few yeurs agro, these giant 
tivers were plentiful in Manchurian far- 
este. When the western part of the Chi- 
nese Eastern Kailway was being built, so 
many workmen were killed) ly them that 
its tecornled a regiment of Cossacks was 
employed as guards. The animal was 
even kiown to enter the huts of Chinese 
and) Russian settlers and curry off the 
iiriates. 

besides-tts tens of thousands of domestic 
dogs. Manchuria also knows a wild, ding, 
or froeAew (wolf dog), as the natives 
eall it, It huts invpacks, killing desi ane 
wild pire: Thowgh Chinese hunters wel- 
come no encounter with a hitngry pack 
when the ground ts covered with snow, 
they often slay these animals and prob- 
ally many of their skins find their way 
to American markets, 

North of Shanhatkwit we hunted Ints- 
tards, and along the Dia, when Aoorl 
water lay on the fields. we saw wildfow!l 
in countless thousands, They swarmed 
Hl the sky was fairly blackenerl, as now 
id then we see tnigrating blacklirds 
moving cross Middle Western fields in 
erecat dark rising and falling waves, 

Where settlers have colonized thickest, 
asin Mukden Province, the once niamer- 
ous pheasants and pmrtridges are mach 
diminished, although the export of game 
birds still poes on. In one winter, from 
Changchun 800,000 pheasants were 
shipper, and 7 once saw them selling in 
the natrve markets for the equivalent of 
five cents each, 
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Yet slowly, inevitably, wild lide yields: 
farmers oust the hinter and trapper, 

Barter dwellers play no part in the 
stury of modern Manchurt. As the tule 
of imimiprant farmers rises, it pushes the 
notnnd peophe of the tents more and more 
back into Mongolia, Manchiis tend to 
nmilzamate with Chinese. Pay their dress 
ome may still tell the women ot the two 
riers apart, but few foreigners can «lis- 
tinguish @& Manehit man from o China 


The new order affects the primitive 
Tatar tries, just as white migration to 
oir West affected the Indians. The 
tend to disappear, As Indians went with 
the lnffila, so the Tataris vanishing with 
the salle, once his favorite quarry, and 
with the tiger, leopard, bear, and the 
much-sought wapiti ond sika deer, whose 
etecn horns were good medicine, 

The Tatars’ enc is sad, as is the end of 
every dwindling mitive race which fils 
to adapt its wave of life to those of the 
invader, Along the Amur and Stari, 
reninants Of the old tribes still lumt and 
fish. 

As late as the middle of the rth cen- 
tury it was unsafe for whites, and even 
Chinese, to venture sear the Tatar Inane- 
ing groans. Bot naw their ptiwer is past. 
They are no more active in) Manchurian 
affairs than Ataches in the trade, social, 
amd political lite of Ariza, 

To-day, os a haven for Asia’s surplus 
population, Manchuria is  preeminently 
the hime of Chinese; vet, because of its 
Important map spect, where China, Rissia, 
atl japan rib elbows, it is predestined to 
he one of thone areas where tangled knuts. 
uf conflicting interests make international 
probilermns. |

Itis possible to make the tip to Srita- 
var in a day, but not ahista! (iuite the 
contrary. We spent two nights in dak 
bungalows (resthouses) along the way, 
the second at Haraniula, which lies at the 
edge of the great depression known a8 Vie: 
Vale of Kashmir. 

From Baramuls one can go the rest of 
the way by beat, up the Jhelum Rrver? 
lint we preferred to drive, The last 35 
miles lie across a level stretch, the road 
lordered on either side by slender poplars. 
It was in April and the peasants waded 
knee-deep in the pavidy fields. 

The mud roofs of the flat-topped houses 
wete abloom with irises, purple and white, 
with slim green leaves. The people we 
passe! along the way were quite different 
friim these we had seen in Indian. huge 
and fongus, the two-wheeled horse-drawn. 
vehicles of the country, drew aside to let 
us quiss. I know of no delight equal to 
drinking in the first sights im a foreign 
[runact, 

The Vile of Kashmir is a level valley 
about 8o miles long and averagmyg about 20 
milee in width. It lies, a great oval, sur- 
rounded hy mountains green with deodar 
and spruce on the lower reaches and white 
with snow above until well into the early 
summer, Skies of an incredible bloe com- 
pte a color scheme of fairy loveliness. 
‘hroughout the valley winds the curving 
line of the River Jhelum, along the banks 
of which stragele the strects and bazaars 
which form the ancient city of Srinagar, 

Seven curious bridges span the nver, 
and along the shore quaint old wooden 
houses lean sometimes at a takish angle, 
Many of the city streets end in wide stone 
steps leading dawn to the river's edge. 
These stairways are usually animated 
scenes of native life. Here the lanndry- 
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the cdebehtial house beat which was the 
year-round home of an English colonel 
and his wife, 

lt was while on the shabhy livthe tern 
porary house beat that Thad my first. ex- 
penence im deaiing with the native servant, 
Cin Colonel “T—"s hoat | was to take 
overall the servants execpt the cook. 
There was a cook attached to the first 
hithe boat, but our meals there were awful,

only locking.” ‘The foxy wallah well 
kriws his goods are tempting. He is sure 
that same time you will buy. 

The native industrics of Kashmir, alas, 
have cheapened and some have almost 
thed out entirely, No longer, for instance, 
can ene procure the very finest shawls, 
such as made the mime of Kashmir famed 
throughout the workL One cain get good 
shawls, soft and fine, but the exquisite, 
thi-time shawls are hardly to be found 
otttside of museums, 

Pashmina is. one of the loveliest prad- 
wets of the land, It isa soft cream-colored 
woolen cloth, made from the fine under- 
hair of the Tibetan goat. The finer 
weaves are incredibly soft and the shaw!l- 
imaiker, hopeful for your order, will show 
you bow a length of it can be crawn 
through a finger ting (see page 440). 

A much heavier woolen cloth, some- 
thing akin to Scottish homespun, is called 
putteo, and the better weaves make spléen-

A few. of the papier-imiché merchants 
have very good work for sale, and wood- 
carving ts one of the arts of the valley; 
but it 1s difficult to get properly seascmed 
wood which will not warp. It is a pity, 
for the carving is a matter of endless 
labor and is often very lovely, 


KASIEM I'S TWO INDeSTREs—CARPET- 
WEAVING AND SU K-RAISING 
Two large industries have heen devel- 
pred through the-aid of English capital, 
These are carpet-weaving and silk-ratsing. 
Not much of the silk ts woven inte cloth 
in Kashmir, bat the worms are bred gand 
the cocoons worked into soft, vellow 
skeins, which are usually shipped to Eng- 


land to be turned into fabrics. Both of 


these factories use modern machinery and 
methods ind employ a large number of 
native haricls, 

The small stalls in the native bazaars are 
generally amusing and full of local colar. 
Squat, cross-lepeed figures sew or weave, 
of hammer at their metal wares: Idlers 
stand or sit about, pufting at a neighborly 
hitbble-bublle, 

Strident hargaming goes un at length. 
The Kashmiri ts-net quarrelsome with his 
fists, tt he imdulpes in endless warfare 
with his tongue, Now and then the 
chostlhike figure of a Mohammeckin uur 
dah woman slips quietly thtongh the 
crowd. She is swathed from head to foot 
ina volumimous firka, her face covering 
having only lattice openings through 
which she may dimly. see but not be 
Sten. 

Children, half clothed or not at all, tum- 
ble aad play underfoot, and pariah dags 
sleep umlistithed m the sum, Now ane 
then a tonya clangs its noisy way through 
the twisty streets or the raucous horn of 
an aitomobile 1s heard, 


LIKE THE TAS MAHAL, THE SHALIMAR 
GCAKHDENS AKE A MEMORIAL 


There ate delightful excursions to be 
mate ground Srinagar. A favorite ane, 
of course, is to Shalimar Gardens, Pacl- 
(ied by the three tthe boat beys, our 
shikara nsed to glide through the waters 
via the canal which connects the River 
Jhetum with Dal Lake. 

Across this shadow-bordered lake, with

it clear, wool water, and in abviut an heer; 
we were at the entrance to Shalimar. the 
lovely Persian Garden, laid out and made 
beautiful by the Mogul Emperor falan- 
wir for his beloved wife, Nur Mahal. It 
isa spot of perfect benwty. 

Clear waters from the lofty mountains 
back of the garden have been trained to 
flow over a series of steps. Terraced lawns 
and flower beds of gorgeous colors de- 
light the eve. Chetiar trees cast a grate- 
ful shade where one may sit at case wateli- 
ing the fountains play ani the gaily 
dressed people who come on Sundays ancl 
on holidays, | 

A pavilion of black marble, brought all 
the way from Delhi, stands at the wpper 
end of the garden, the water flowing both 
under and around it. In imagination ane 
cin picture this garden in the time of the 
lovely Nur Mahal, people it with dancing 
qirls and slaves, and fancy one hears the 
quaint mtisic of another day, It must 
have been a scene of exotic loveliness, 
There are other formal gardens around 
srinagar—Nishat Bagh, Nasim Bagh— 
hit tome Shalimar is the wonder of them 
all (sec illustration, page 439). 


GARDENS BUILT ON RAFTS 


| had heard of the flositing gardens in 
Dal Lake and was anxious to see ther, 
It secins thal, in a country where many of 
the people are too poor to own Innd, the 
peasant bas hit upon a clever scheme.
